The trial of John J. Bodkin for the mur- 
der of Lucius Elam proved interesting 
enough yesterday to attract the same large 
crowd which has witnessed the proceedings 
since the commencement of the trial.

Educational Advancement. 


| The great National Educational Con- 
vention, held in Chicago, closed a few 
days ago. It was a convention which 
commanded the respect and the atten- 
tion of the public, and the work accom- 
plished by this intelligent assemblage, 
gathered from all sections of the 
United States, is of interest to all, in 
that it is representative of the advance 
which has been, and is being made in 
educational affairs. 
American educators no longer regard 
the acquisition of book-lore as em- 
bracing the whole, or even the most 
important part of scholastic training. 
They maintain that what is needed is 
a combination of intellectual and man- 
ual training, such as shall fit the pupil 
for the practical duties of life. Not 
the head alone should be educated. 
It is equally essential that the hand be 
taught its. cunning, that hand and 
brain may work together to accomplish 
the most desirable results. 
At the Chicago convention 3000 teach- 
ers were assembled, and, as the jour- 
nals of that city remarked, a more in- 
telligent body of men and women never 
met anywhere. Into this representa- 
tive body the discussion of manual 
training in our schools was introduced, 
and the unanimous verdict following 
the debate was that manual training 
should form a part of every well regu- 
lated school programme. 
The advocates of this new system of 
education are not mere theorists. They 
spoke from experience and observation. 
Manual training has been introduced 
into the schools of Boston, Chicago, 
Omaha, New Orleans, St. Louis, Cleve- 
land, Toledo, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. In Sweden, it is stated, where 
industrial training has long been com- 
bined with academic study, the result 
has been most satisfactory.. In all of 
Europe there are no better educated, 
and no such skillful people as the 
Swedes. These facts are attributable 
to the industrial training which they 
receive in their public schools, and it 
has wonderfully aided their success and 
progress wherever they have located. 
The demand is for only moderate at- 
tention to manual instruction, and 
this, it is claimed, will not retard the 
pupil in his studies, but rather increase 
his vigorous attention tothem. Says 
the Inter Ucean, which is heartily in 
sympathy with the views of the con- 
vention: 


„With a well-regulated programme, it 
will rather tend to advance the pupils in 
mere book-learning. The manual work 
will be in the nature of object-lesson and 
healthful exercise. It will be the applica- 
tion of the abstract principles of purel 


scholastic education to real work. Stic 
exercises will develop the perceptive 
faculties and cultivate rvation. It will 


be the training of the hand and eye as well 
as the mind. For the boys of the cities 
this manual training is becoming a neces- 
sity if we would have skilled wurkmen. 
Under trades union rule the apprentice- 
ship system in America is becoming a tb ing 
of the past. The boys:in the coming gen- 
eration should receive such training in our 
schools as will enable them to acquire some 
mechanical trade readily, else they will be 
ata disadvantage in competing hereafter 
with the skilled workmen from Great 
Britain and Continental Europe, who are 
coming here every year in constantly in- 
creasing numbers.“ 


Miss Fay, a prominent representative 
teacher from Springfield Mass., was no 
less urgent in her claims for the manual 
training of the girls in the public 
schools, so that they might become self- 
reliant, and if need be, self-supporting. 
Hand and brain educated, the pupil 
can accomplish far more than if the 
brain alone is active. Theskilled hand 
and the skilled brain are potent factors 
in the world’s work. 

The plea for this new educational 
departure was eloquently maintained 
by Prof. Clark, of Boston, Prof. Wood- 
ward, of St. Louis, whose manual train- 
ing school has earned well-mirited re- 
nown; by Prof. Caruthers, of Cincinnati, 
Mrs. Young, of Chicago, and numerous 
other eminent educators. 

The education of the whole man is 
what the world demands today. The 
future demands a system of education 
which shall turn out from our public 
schools something more than mere 
bookworms or scholastic gluttons; it 
wants not only the brain, but all the 
servants of the brain, the eye and the 
hand educated as helpers and co- 
workers. 

The report adopted by this conven- 
tion recognizes the value of industrial 
art in our public schools, and the gen- 
eral sentiment was that another con- 
vention would not be held without 
determining the definite status of 
industrial education in the school sys- 
tem, and deciding upon the methods of 
its operation. 

One of the strongest arguments in 
favor of this system of industrial teach- 
ing is the work that has been accom- 
plished in the schools where it has 
already become a feature. The certiti- 
cates of the popular Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology are of more 
practical worth to a boy entering the 
great work-a-day world than the di- 
ploma of the best school or college of 
the land would be. The graduate of 
that school is pretty sure to have an 
active brain, a keen business eye and a 
well-taught hand. IIe is fitted for his 
life work, as should be the graduates 
of our public schools. 

‘Lhe agitation of this subject will not 
rest until new educational methods are 
generally adopted, and the learning 
acquired in our schools is of such a 
character as will fit our children-for 
this life work. This reformed method

THE RAILWAYS. 


Proposed Line Across Nevada—Ont- 
look for the Carson and Colo- 
rado—Trouble Over Cheap 
Excursion Rates. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, July 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A syndicate of ten Nevada 
men has been formed to construct a rail- 
road across the State from the eastern to 
the western boundary line, running, it is 
understood, south of Eureka, and passing 
through and opening up a rich mineral 
country. The object of this enterprise, how- 
ever, is not somuch the construction of a 
road to bring a return to those who originated 
the plan from the business which it would 
do, as to form a link in a transcontinental 
chain which would be purchased or made 
use of by some of the great railroads now 
heading toward the Pacific Coast. There 
are three eastern roads which could easily 
make such a line a part of their own, name- 
ly: The Union Pacific, Denver and Rio 
Grande or the Burlington, Chicago and 
Northwestern. The latter is now some dis- 
tance west of Ft. Fetterman, and is north 
of the Union Pacific,and theigeneral opinion 
is that it is heading for Boise City, where 
connection will be made with the Oregon 
Pacific, now pushing eastward from Vo 
quina Bay. Yet the existence of a road 
across Nevada, with an easy entrance into 
California, would probably prove an induce- 
ment to deflect the line to the south. The

Rain and Cloudbursts Cause Great 
Damage in Massachusetts 
Freshets in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey.

GREAT BARRINGTON (Mass.), July 23,— 
[By the Associated Press.] There was con- 
tinuous thunder with little rain for hours 
early this morning.

Ever Witnessed. 


The Queen Respects the 
Squadrons in Person. 


Her Appearance Greeted with Every Mark of 
Loyalty and Eathasiasm — Old 
Warship Comes in for a Share of 
Patriotic Applause. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Ponrsuourn, July 2%3.—[By Cable and 
the Associated Press.] Portsmouth has 
been thronged for days in anticipation of 
the jubilee naval review fixed for this after - 
noon at Spithead. The crowds were im- 
mensély augmented this morning by the 
arrival of innumerable visitors from all 
parts of the country, who came by special 
trains from London and other centers. 
Good positions for observing the display 
were all well occupied. The weather could 
not be more favorable. Special trains 
brought from London the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty, members of the House of Lords and 
Commons, and numbers of representatives 
of foreign legations. 

Minister Phelps traveled ina special sa- 
loon coach accompanied by his wife and 
Mrs. Loomis. In the same coach with the 
American Minister were Robert McLane, 
Minister to France; Jabez L. M. Curry 
Minister to Spain; Henry White, second 
secretary American legation at London, and 
his wife; Lieut. Chadwick, naval attaché of 
the American legation, and Mrs, Chadwick ; 
Lieut. Buckingham, naval attaché Ameri- 
can legation at Paris, and Mrs. Bucking- 
ham; Thomas M. aller, United States 
Consul General at London; Joseph R. Haw- 
ley and Senator Frye. Levi P. Morton and 
family were aboard a private yacht. August 
Jay, second secretary American legation at 
Paris; Chester A. Arthur, Mrs. Frank Les- 
lie and Mr. an Root were also afloat 
aboard different crafts. W. K. Vanderbilt's 
yacht was conspicuous in the marine pro- 
cession to Spithead, and was beautifully 
decorated with flags. The scene at Ports- 
mouth was one of extreme animation. The 
crowds afloat and ashore were enormous. 

A BRILLIANT SUCCESS, 

The review proved in every respect a 
great success. The Queen's yacht steamed 
into the Solent at 3:12 p. m. Her Majesty 
stood on the by and was perceptible tu 
all. ‘The yacht first passed through the line 
of foreign ships and then proceeded up and 
down between the various British squad- 
rons. The Royal yacht Osborn, with the 
Prince and Princess of Wales on board, 
followed the Queen's yacht all the way. 
The detour occupied three hours, and there 
was no cessation of enthusiasm during the 
entire period. 

° THE FLEETS DRAWN UP. 

The first troop-ships to arrive with guests 
were two huge Indian linera from South- 
hampton, which excited much admiration, 
They were quickly followed by others. 
Numerous large steamers afforded the 
general public an opportunity to witness 
— 1 the — The vessels par- 

cipating in the pageant as paraders num- 
bered 1285 pennants, and included five squad- 
rons of ironclads and cypisers, aggregating 
thirty-four vessels; seventy-five torpedo 
ts, gunboats and iron defense ships, di- 
vided into five fleets; six training-boats 
and thirteen troop-shi Besides these 
128 ships under drill there were the 
Imperial and Indian troop-ships appointed 
to carry distinguished visitors, and the small 
vessels and dockyard craft. The 1 
were drawn up in four lines facing up the 
channel the starboard column being oppo- 
site the Isle of Wight and their port col- 
umn being off Portsmouth. The ships 
were stationed two cables apart, the lines 
being three cables. The flotillas were ar- 
ranged in double columns between the port 
column of the iron cladand the main land, 
and the troop ships were placed in 3 
column between the starboard line and the 
Isle of Wight. This made four lines of 
vessels on one side of the channel and three 
on the other extending from Southsea 
Castle to the Rye middle shore, a distance 
of over two miles.

NELSON’S OLD SHIP. 

The event of the day was glorious in the 
extreme.

THE ROYAL SALUTE 
With a roar that caused the vessels to roll 
and the sea to increase its heaving as shot 
after shot came booming over the water. 
On such vessels as had no masts the tur- 
rets, the breastworks and decks were lined 
jack tars, and the Queen had no reason 
to complain of her reception, either pro- 
gress duwn, or on the return to Osborne, 
which was safely reached before 6 p.m. 
Taken altogether the vessels which were 
drawn up in line when the Queen 
extended over four miles, and even this 
length was added to by the great troop-ships 
laden with spectators, also falling into line, 
and saluting the Queen as she progressed. 
After the review, all the visitors were 
landed and sent ashore, but the work of the 
day was not over, for between 9 and 10 to- 
night all the ships along the lines were 
illuminated with lanterns, and rockets were 
discharged at intervals. On Monday next.

A HUNDRED MILES OF CANAL. 


A Great Scheme to Supply Water to 
the Placer Foothills. 
[Nevada Transcript. } 
The large increase during the last 
two ears of the acreage in Placer 
ties.

narrow gauge railroad crossing. The 
water-flow of Bear river 
July, August and September is 
also considerably in 
former years when the extensive 
hydraulicking at Dutch Flat. Little 
ork and other places put considerable 
water into it from the South Yuba River. 
No increased supply -being possible 
from this source, the pressing necessity 
of additional water led toa careful in- 
vestigation of the entire subject of irri- 
gation in the county and the possible 
source of additional water supply. As 
a result of this investigation the Giant 
Gap Water Company was incorporated 
in August of last yeur, and the right to 
the water of the North Fork of the 
American River was secured. . Since 
then a preliminary survey has been 
made, and the location survey com- 
pleted for the upper thirty miles of the 
rojected main canal. Taking water 
rom the river just below sor g Run 
on the C. P. R. R., the surveyed line of 
main canal, where the distributing 
canuls will commence to branch off at 
Auburn, is Sfty-three miles long. The 
estimated length of the projected dis- 
tributing system is 100 miles. The main 
canal will have a flow of 6000 inches 
of water at Auburn, which can ulti- 
mately be increased. The line of 
main canal runs through a wild, rugged 
country, presenting many engineering 
difficulties. In Giant Gap Cajon the 
work of construction is especially difli- 
cult and expensive, so much so in fact 
that the ditch has, until these last sur- 
veys, been considered impracticable of 
construction. A large part of this 
heavy work has been constructed in 
connection with the location survey, 
the grade line being blasted out of the 
solid rock. The company expects to 
put in the dam and headgate this fal! 
construct the tunnels and some of 
the heavy grading for flumes during 
the winter and put on à large 
force to push the work to com- 
pletion early in the spring. The en- 
terprise is a very large one, involvin 
the use of large amounts of material. 
the estmated amount of lumber alone 
required being 4,000,000 feet. The 
Company expect to have the work com- 
pleted and the entire system in opera- 
tion in 1889. The benefit of the enter- 
rise to Placer county is only second 
o that of the railroad, for in addition 
to the investment of several hundred 
thousand dollars in the work, the value 
of acre of land irrigaable is increased. 
At present only about 2500 acres of 
land can be irrigated.

The Gardens of Egypt. 
(Brooklyn Magazine.] * 

At the beginning of March the gar- 
dens of Egypt are wonderful; the 
orange and lemon trees spread their

Groups of bamboo 
It here and there their long green or 
golden stems, crowned with an im- 
meuse plume of pretty 
trembling leaves. One comprehends 
on seeing these stems, which assume 


the cruelly ingenious punishment of 
the Chinese in binding a criminal 
to a young bamboo. The plant 
growns, and the wretch is quartered in 
a few weeks. No wood is lighter or 
more useful than that of the bamboo. 
One does not understand why the 
Egyptians neglect to plant in along the 
canals and on every cultivated Jand, 
where it grows so well. But what 
gives, at least during winter and 
spring, the most smiling aspect to the 

gyptian gardens are the great sheets 
of rose bougainvilleas that clin to the 
walls, the trees and groups of foliage, 
and which display varied and exquisite 
tints of their flowers. The bougain- 
villeas is certainly the finest of 
climbing plants. During five months 
it flowers under the winter sun, 
takes shades of extreme delicacy— 
one might say a light rose trail, the in- 
tensity of which every play of light va- 
ries. The aloes, the agave, attach them- 
selves on rocky slopes. On the banks of 
the water-courses the blue lotus and 
the papyrus still revive antique remin- 
iscences.

NISHES A DUEL IN THE WATER.

It was 
hardly a day to talk about malaria, yet 
a young man, somewhat well known, 
was E theory that Santa 
Monica was producing the malarial 
bacterium at an unusual rate. Don't 
ou notice the odor?“ he continued. 
‘It’s horrible. I notice it more and 
more every time I come down, 
can't stand it.“ The young man 
was standing on the pier fifty feet from 
land, and as he moved aside I noticed 
a uliar odor. I suggested that, 
perhaps, he had left a duck or a brace 
of quailin the pocket of his shooting- 
jacket. Nonsense, said the other; 
yet he put his hand in his ket and 
drew out a defunct clam, placed there, 
he now remembered, a week ago, while 
riding up the beach. There is no 
more malaria at Santa Monica. 

As the crowd watched the surf and 
rollers coming musically in, a lar 
fish of some kind dashed in, either by 
the surf or by its own power, for a 
moment danced a lively fin jig on the 
sands, then rolled off and darted away 
to the astonishment of the few who 
witnessed the feat. 

It looked like a swordfish,” re- 
marked a tall, athletic man, who sat on 
the rail, and it reminds me of a little 
experience I had once. Some years 
ago I was interested in the pearl fisher- 
ies of Southern California, that will 
some nag belong to this country, and 
owned half ina 100-ton schooner. I 
made my headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco, but on one trip down the coast 
the vessel got into some trouble, 
and I had to down and clear 
things up. When I got there 
found the schooner aground and bilged. 
and the only hope of getting her off 
was to wait fora big tide, which the 
the men said would come with a new 
moon. This kept me here about a 
month with absolutely nothing to do. 
It was hot, so I spent some time in the 
water, and one day I had a little adven- 
ture that would have given some amuse- 
ment to lookers-on, but was not so 
pleasant to-me. There were a good 
many flat fish or skates in the water, 
and to avoid them I generally carried 
in a pole with a sharp steel end like 
that of a boat hook. This time I went 
out a little farther than usual, and run- 
ning my pole in the sand I swam off. 
I think I had made about ten strokes 
when I saw .upon the surface, about 
fifty yards away, a sharp triangular 
object moving slowly along, followed 
by aripple. It was headed in my di- 
rection, and I knew the chances were 
that it was attached to a shark, so you 
can believe I changed about and made 
for shore. In a moment I had reached 
my pike, and in water about up to my 
armpits felt fairly safe; but I kept 
going in as the fin was steadily nearin 
me and the water rapidly shoaled, an 
when I reached a depth of about up to 
my waist [turned to look again and 
saw a wave almost on me. 


I instinttivély jumped, as a man 


water, using the pole; as I did so“ an 
enormous fish dashed beneath me, 
striking the pole and bringing me down 
almost upon it. I soon got to my feet 
and started in shore just as I saw it 
coming again. It came at me like a 
cannon ball, and again I lifted up and 
sprang over it, floundering. in toward 
shoal water. Before the fish could 
turn I was in about three feet of water, 
and determined to make a stand, as I 
could easily avoid it. I had hardly 
made up my mind when on it came 
again, and as it reached me I eg oe 
aside and drove my pike into it. e 
next — 8. knew was on my back, 
and sensible that my legs had been cut. 
The water was red with blood, and the 
fish was rolling about with the pike 
still in it. I decided then to go ashore, 
and the men who had seen that some- 
thing was wrong came running up. 
and, shoving off the small boat, started 
| after the fish, while I dragged myself 
upon the beach, where I found that I 
had cuts on each leg like those pro- 


duced by a sabre. The men soon

I hauled it in, and what do you sup- 
it was?. Asbark? No. Asword 
h—a monster, ten feet long, with a 
sword a third that in length, and that 
was the fellow I had been having a 
duel with. It was purely accident 
that he did not impale me, and the 
mere fact that I thought it wasa shark 
saved me, 

The sword fish is found on the Pacific 
Coast, but it may be considered rare, if 
we com its numbers to those found 
on the tic border. Travelers by 
sea, or, indeed, owners of vessels, 
rarely think of this fish as among the 
marine risks; yet it can be shown that 
hardly a week but one or more 
cases are reported where sword ‘fishes 
have attacked vessels. Most of these 
reports are found in the country papers 
near the fishing towns of New land, 
and two-thirds of the accidents.of this 
kind are not reported at all, seamen 
thinking them of little or no im- 


| portance.

This the fish’s weapon, with which 
it hews down its victims and cuts them 
up into eatable shape, and also the 
saber, with which it strikes the power- 
ful blows for which it is famous. An 
old sword-fisherman on the Maine 
coast informed me some years ago that 
his vessel had been struck by them 
several times, once the sword going 
completely through her side, and other 
times breaking off. Why the fishes 
attacked the vessel.he could not im- 
agine, unless they thought it a whale 
or some enemy. It is difficult to con- 
ceive how a swordfish can send its 
sword, composed not even of bone, into 
the hull of a vessel; but it is the force 
that impels it. Just asasoft candle 
can be shot through a plank, so the 
comparatively soft lance of this ocean 
swordsman is sent through the hulls of 
vessels. 

Some of the cases on record are al- 
most beyond belief, and might be 
doubted were not the sections taken 
from vessels on exhibition in various 
museums, fine samples being seen at 
Charleston, S. C., and in the Philadel- 
phia Academy of Sciences. Quite re- 
cently, or within thé present month, a 
fisherman was killed by one of these 
fishes while sitting in his boat, the 
sword coming —4 through it 
and inflicting a fatal wound. To 
estimate the force employed by 
the fish is difficult; but the driving 
force is fu equal to that 


} | of an old twenty- our-pounder. Buck- 


land, in the famous Dreadnaught suit, 
compared it to nine or ten blows given 
with a thirty-pound hammer. The 
first time the work of the swordfish was 
brought before the courts was in 1868. 
In that year the clipper ship Dread- 
naught sailed from Colombo, carrying 
a valuable cargo and insured for $15,- 
000 against all risks. Three days out 
the men caught or rather hooked a 
large fish, but lost it, and soon after 
the ship was found to be leaking badly. 
As the cargo was being ruined, she put 
back and was hove down, when a small 
hole was found in the hull near the 
keel. Insurance was claimed in the 
London courts. The case attracted 
wide attention, all the distinguished 
naturalists of the day being summoned 
to testify as to the power of the swora- 
fish. ‘The result was that the plaintiffs 
proved that the damage was done by 
one of these fishes, and so they recov- 
ered for the amount claimed. 

A few years ago the sloop Wyoming 
sailed from Gloucester, and was obliged 
to put back with all hands at the 
pumps, with a hole in her bottom. The 
ship Fortunate, off the Rio Grande, 
was struck a blow that was felt by 
every man on board. As the ves 
did not leak, nothing was thought of 
it, but when the vessel was hove down 
in a Canadian port, the sword of a 
swordfish was found broken off in the 
hull. This weapon had been driven 
four inches through a plank, the point 
reaching eight inches further. 

Capt. William Taylor, of the 
smack Mystic, sailed from home, bound 
for Key West in 2 with the 
smack Morning Star. Off IIatteras 


IIthey encountered a heavy gale, and 


the Mystic was suddenly struck a blow 
that shook her from stem to stern. 
Sbe soon began to leak so badly that 
the skipper signaled the other vessel to 
stand by, and they bore away for 
Charleston, 8. C., where the bal- 
last was taken out and she was docked, 
a sword was found that penetrated a 
plank two inches thick, the timber five 
inches, and an oaken ceiling one and 
one-half inches thick. A piece of the 
planking had to be taken out before 
the voyage was continued. 

One of the most remarkable instances 
of this kind is shown in the case of the 
ship Fortune, of Plymouth Rock, when 
she returned fromm a long voyage she 
was dry docked, when something was 
noticed projecting like a log from the 

lanking. Examination showed it to 

the stump of a sword; and it was 
traced as follows: First, through the 
copper sheathing, then an inch board 
sheathing, then through a forty-inch 
plank of hard wood; next passing 
through a white oak timber twelve 
inches thick into a ceiling of two and 
a half-inch oak, finally being up against 
the head of an oil cask which it pene- 
trated, but did not allow a drop of the 
fluid to escape. The time it would 
have taken aman with aheavy hammer 
and spike to have produced this result 
can be imagined; yet this fish, with 
hardly a bone in its body that cannot 
be bent between the fingers, produced 
this astonishing wound. 

I have collecte 1 for a number of 
years reliable accounts of these at- 
tacks, and they present an astonishing 
array of highly interesting facts, rang- 
ing from dories sunk to full-rigged 
ships set a-leak. 

he common swordfish of the East, 
or Atlantic waters, is known to science 
as ziphius, and in South American 
waters a species attains a length of 
twenty feet, which could impale a man 
as a cook spits.a chicken. The most re- 
markable member of the family is 
found near Ceylon and other ons 
of the Indian an. It is called the 
sailor fish from the euormous dorsal fin 
that in some instances attains 4 height 
of eight or nine feet. They sometimes 
attain a length of twenty-five or thirty 
feet, and when dashing at a boat they 
often not only cut a hole, but go com- 
pletely through. The top or dorsal fin 
of this fish is richly colored, and when 
exposed and dashing along at the sur- 
face appears like the gaily-painted sail 
of some craft. 

Owing to che comparative scarcity of 
the swordfish on this coast, it is doubt- 


ful if a fishery will ever be established 


here; but one thing is certain, that the 
marine fisheries of the East are by no 
means develo et, or the food fishes 
all discovered. It is rumored that the 
Albatross, the United States Fish Com- 
mission vessel, is coming to this coast 
this winter. If this is so some valu- 
able facts concerning our fisheries will 
become known. 


The swordfish fisheries of the world 
are very valuable, and those upon our 
eastern coast give employment to many 
vessels, and support to thousands of 
persons. Swordfish fishing is by no 
means a modern industry. Strabo re- 
fers to it as having been followed in 
the days of Ulysses. Pliny mentions 
it, and Rondelet describes it under the 
name, } homme empereur. To 
the Greeks it was ziphias; in the Latin, 

ladius. The Italians call it pesce 
spada, while in France itis known to- 

ay as poi empereur and heron du 
mer, and esteemed as one of the finest 
of food fishes. The most important 
8 fisheries are in the straits of 
Messina; the men coming from Messina 


and Reggio. Curiously enough, the 


work is carried on often at night; boats 


which are supposed to attract the fish, 
& man in the cross-trees announcing 
the approach of a fish. Others follow 
it in the day-time, and the Sicilians, as 
well as those of io, chant a 
peculiar jargon, whieh is supposed to 
attract the game. ’ 
On our own shores the principal fish- 
ing is found on the south side of Cape 
Cod, though sword fishermen are found 
all the way up to Portland, Me. The 
vessels are ordinary schooners, rangin 
from the size of a pilot-boat down, an 
differ but little trom other vessels in 
their rig; the only difference the casual 
observer would notice is the stanchion 
upon the bowsprit, or cage, as it is 
called, in which the harpoon man 
stands. This is 7 Hr upright 
wire, a half circle or d of iron, 
against which the man leans or rests. 
His weapon is called the lily iron;”’ 
not a “Jersey on but a Ca 
Cod production of gleaming steel. 
having acrude resemblance to a lily; 
a rope is attached to this or the handle, 
and, leading on deck, is coiled in a tub, 
being finally fastened toa keg, which, 
when the fish is struck, is tossed over- 
board to toil and wear out the game. 
A man in the foretop keeps a 
weather-eye out for fish, and, when one 
is sighted, lazily moving along on the 
surface, the man at the helm is in- 
formed, and the schooner follows along.

Mr. Wetherby had not been a robust 
man for some years,and yet he had 
done more than ordinary work as a 
clergyman and citizen up to April Ist, 
making greater demands upon his 
physical, intellectual and sympathetic 
orces this winter than ever before. In 
April, his people generously and cordi- 
ally voted him a three months’ vaca- 
tion, which he was passing among old- 
time parishioners and friends at 
Nashua. He was at home the first 
Sunday in May, taking prominent part 
in the Sunday services. The following 
week, at Nashua, his entire age de 
and nervous system began to break 
up, though his intellect. remained clear 
and active until near the hour of his 
death. 

Mr. Wetherby’s life-work was emi-

[Special Correspondence. ] 
INDIANAPOLIS, July 18. 
The state of Indiana is almost a parallelo- 

" gram in shape, with the exception of the lower 
@ige, which is made up of the forks ot (> 
Wabash and Ohio rivers, which, flowing to- 
ward cach other, form an acute anglo at 
the southwestern corner of the state, The 
most of the state is agricultural, and it ranks 
second among the states of the union in its 
wheat production. The topography is gen- 
erally flat or rolling, and a great part of the 
state has been drained to fit it for farming. 
Its best crop is corn, but it is fast coming to 
the frontas a dairy state, and Indianapolis 
vies with Chicago and Cincinnati and Kansas 
City as pork packing centers, The second 
largest pork packing establishment of the 
country, I am told, exists here, and during 
the season 10,000 hogs are packed away in In- 


diannpolis daily. 


This city of Fa is in the center of 
the state, and it is one of the greatest railroad 
centers of the country. It has thirteen roads 
coming into it from every direction, and more 
than 100 passenger trains go out of it over 

. The town bas bad a wonderful growth. 
Laid out in the woods in 1820, ten years Inter 
its entire property was not worth more than 
$125,000. Now it contains moro than 120,000 
people, and it has increased to this from 75,- 
000 in 1880. The city had a severo blow in 
the panic of 1873, when many of the bess of 
its old established firms went down and when 
the business confidence of the people was for 
along time destroyed. Within a fow years, 
however, it has rapidly recovered and the city 
has apparently got a new lease of life. There 
has been a steady advance in real estate values 
and in commerce and manufactures, The 
town dows the larger part of the comitnerce 


ofthe state. Its wholesale houses supply the 


interior towns, and it will have a steady 
growth with the growth of the rest of Indiana, 
Indianapolis has added greatly to its advan- 
tages as a manufacturing center by its belt 
railroad, which circles the city and connects 
with all of its numerous railroads. Along the 
line of this railroad manufacturing establish- 
mients have been built, and by the payment of 
Na car they car: switch their cars on it to any 
railroad they wish. If natural gas can bo 
furnished the city at a low rate, these manu- 
facturing plauts will grow very fast, and the 
large industries ase fe here will take advan- 


tage of it. 


The factories ere, are of all kinds, One 
iron and steel firm, making roller flour mills, 
bas twelve acres of works; a malleable iron 


works employs 500 hands; a car factory 


covers fifteen acres with its buildings; an en- 
gine works turns out 500 locomotive boilers a 
year, and there are two large saw works here. 
Then there are a number of other foundries 
and jron works, a factory turning out 3,000 
boxes for pork and meat packing a day, large 
lumber yards and planing mills and the big- 
gest desk factory in the country, A burial! 
casket factory makes 300 wood caskets a week, 


and there is a hominy mill here which uses 


3,500 -bushels of corn a day, the yearly ship- 
nent of which, if divided among the people 
of the United States, would supply cach man, 
woman and child in it with one pound of 


~ hominy. The Indianapolis stock yards lie 


along this belt railroad, and they were occu- 
pied Curiug the past year by more than 
1,000,000 hogs, 96,000 cattle, 120,000 sheep and 
16,000 horses. 

Indianapolis has gained the reputation of 


being a malarious city, and the ague of Indi- 


ana has been sounded abroad. One of its lato 
commissioners of vital statistics repudiates 
this statement, and emphatically says: Indi- 

una has less epidemic diseases than Ohio or 
Wisconsin, Indianapolis is less malarious 
than Washington or New York, and there is 
more quinine sold today on the ban s of tho 
Hudson than there is sold on the banks of the 
Wabash. Of recent statistics of cities of 
100,000 inhabitants, Indianapolis ranks the 
lowest in its percentage of mortulity. It is 
only 14 per cent, while Cleveland is 18 per 


Cent., and all others above 20 per cent., New 


York leading at 24 per cent. The town is 
well drained and our sewerage is perfect.” 

In a raised circle of green, not far from the 
new state house in Indian polis, there stands 
a bronze statue of Oliver P. Morton. Ir. Uni- 
versity park there is a statue of Schuyler 
Colfax, and the Hon. John C. New tells me 
the city will soon erect a statue of Vice Pres- 


* ident Hendricks. The statue of Morton is 


perhaps eight feet high. It stands on a gray 
granite pedestal, and the tall figure of Mor- 
ton is iu the attitude of spenking. The right 
band is outstretched, and the left, hanging at 
the side, holds a roll of manuscript. ‘The 
pose of the figure is good and the face is 
strong, full aud rather rough in its features. 
I looked at it iu company with a lifelong 
friend of Morton’s, and as we sat in its shadow 
talked with him about the great Indianian.

‘Biates senator of his time, and he did more 
to shape the legislation of the country while 
be was at Wasuington than any other man 
in congress.

Bulgaria has chosen anotherruler, in the 
person of Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg-

It is this social and business ostracism 
which influences most of the martyrs, though 
a few do undoubtedly go to jail “for con- 
science’ sake.” The Federal courts in Utah 
have decided that the spirit of the Edmunds 
law of 1882 is for reform, not for vengeance, 
so when a convicted Mormon promises to 
obey the law in future, sentence is suspended. 
But the immense power of the church com- 
pels most of the convicted to take the jail 
rather than promise. Yet, strange to say, 
none of the leaders of the church seem to 
have any undue hankering to become 
martyrs, for, while the president of the 
church and his twelve apostles have always 
been loud in advising the people to stand by 
the principle and take the consequences, they 
have remained themselves in a safe hiding 
place, and so far but one of their number has 
been caught. ‘This one, who is the most dis- 
tinguished of the Mormon prisoners, is Apostle 
Lorenzo Snow, a man sincere in the Mormon 
belief and possessing many good traits. It 
was while Snow was serving his term that 
Governor West offered pardon to all the 
Mormon convicts if they would only promise 
future obedience to the law. The offer was 
indignantly refused by Snow, and his fellow 
prisoners stood by him, not one of them ac- 
cepting the proffered liberty. Snow’s term 
expired some months ago, and he is now liv-

Her quick wit came 
to her rescue and she determined to see 
if she could not find families who 
would be glad to have their meals 
sent regularly to theirown homes ata 
and reasonable price. The ques- 
tion of “‘help”’ aided her amazingly. She 
found numerous families who had suf- 
the torture of raw Irish domestics, 
of dishonest colored servants, and un- 
taught and incompetent country girls, 
and they hailed with delight anything 
that would afford them relief in this 
respect, and promise emancipation 
from ill-cooked food and ever-resulting 
Her plans worked nobly, 
and she has now as many families upon 
her hands as she can care for with the 
help of three or four efficient servants. 
She supplies wholesome, well-cooked 
food, fruits and vegetables in their 
season, and for dinner the dessert is 
always prepared to make the bill 
complete. 
Five dollars each, for members of 
families, is the extent of her cha 
per week, and eve oe is in the 
nicest condition possible when put upon 
the table. 

Here, upon this coast, and in this 
city, where the servant question is so 
vexing, such a coöperative plan might 
be tried, with the most satisfactory re- 
sults. A dozen or more families might 
combine * to purchase supplies. 
and place them all in the hands of a 
competent woman, who could superin- 


fare and send out the meals to the dif- 
ferent households living within the 
radius of a block or two, and let each 
family share the expense in proportion 
to the number supplied. The cost would

For several seconds he stood gazing 
out ou the rope swinging in the breeze. 
It would require an immense spring to 
reach it, and failure meant a fatal 
plunge to the roadway, fifty or sixty 

eet below. Just once he couched, as 
if about to spring, but just at that mo- 
ment, the alarm having been given, 
there appe peared several guards armed 
with Winbhesters. 

Schmidt glared down at the black 
muzzles of the guns like u panther at 
bry, then turned back across the roof 
to the south side of the prison.
